Gregory , fifteen-y ears- 
old, who was killed in Indianapolis 
y esterday , when an iron frame fell on 
tu rn, is related to sev eral people in 
this city . 
He has v isited here and 
has nu merou s acqu aintances among 
"ev eral b oy s of his own age. lie was 
a nephew of J. II. Gregory , liv ing at 
the corner of 
Sex ton and 
Eighth 
treets and also of 
Mrs. 
Harlow*, 
mother of City Marshal Jesse Ilar- 
Jow. 
The city officer and his mother 
went to Indianapolis today to attend 
the fu neral of the y ou ng v ictim. The 
Indianapolis News describ es the ac­ 
cident as follows: 
Charles H. Gregory , age six teen, of 
» 95 Colton street, was almost in­ 
stantly killed in the rear of the fac­ 
tory of the D. V. Reedy Elev ator 
company , 
208 -210 Sou th 
Pennsy l­ 
v ania street, 
when an iron 
frame 
weighing almost one thou sand pou nds 
toppled ov er and fell. 
A corner of 
ihe frame stru ck 
Gregory 
on the 
head, cru shing his -ku ll. He was dy ­ 
ing when fellow-workmeu lifted the 
frame. 
So affected were the fifteen 
employ es of the place that all refu sed 
to retu rn to work and the company 
discontinu ed operations for the day . 
William Perkins, a machinist, who 
is a half-b rother of the b oy , was the 
only witness of the accident. Tie was 
working on the frame, which was t 
lie u sed in the operation of a freight 
lift. 
Owing to its height and weight 
the frame was b eing connected in the 
rear y ard. 
Gregory , 
who fas em­ 
ploy ed in a general u tility capacity , 
was splitting kindling 
nearb y . 
lb * 
was stooped 
ov er, with his b ack to 
Perkins, when the frame started to 
fall. 
Perkins 
shou ted to Gregory , 
telling him to ju mp forward, He was 
strack down as lie leaped to escape. 
Lieu tenant Belch 
and 
wheelmen 
from central police station went to 
Ihe plant and inv estigated. 
They re­ 
t r i e d the 
death 
to the 
coroner. 
Gregory - b ody was remov ed to his 
home. 
Workmen said that Gregory 
was the most popu lar person employ - 
ini b y the company b eeau se of his 
lov ab le, accommodating 
disposition. 
Sev eral of the workmen accompanied 
the b odv to the home.

FARMERS MAKE PROTEST 


Obje c t to 
Commis s ione rs 
Plan 
to 


Lic e ns e State Fis he rme n. 


A storm of protest has b een raised 
b y farmers of Indiana against a plan 
proposed b y George W. Miles, State 
fish and game commissioner, to re­ 
qu ire licenses of 
fishermen of the 
State. 
Mr. Miles declares his plan 
was conceiv ed for the protection of 
farmers rather than their discom­ 
fitu re. 
He wou ld not requ ire license; 
of persons who fish in their 
own 
cou nty and women and children u n 
der 21 y ears of age wou ld b e ex 
empted altogether, he say s. The plan 
first was proposed b y the Leagu e o 
Allen Cou nty Sportsmen. 


Althou gh no special effort has b een 
made to get a special train or car, it 
was estimated a t Repu b lican head­ 
qu arters today that sev eral hu ndred 
people from this city and cou nty will 
go to Indianapolis tomorrow to a t­ 
tend the Roosev elt meeting. 
Local 
politicians predict that Ru sh cou nty 
will send a monster delegation to 
hear the ex -president, on accou nt of 
the ex isting 
conditions ju st 
now. 
They say that the farmers are not 
particu larly ru shed with their work 
and that they can easily leav e the 
fann for a day . 
All of them who 
hav e not finished the fall work of 
wheat sowing hav e not y et b een ab le 
to do so on accou nt of the heav y rain 
last week, when the grou nd was thor­ 
ou ghly soaked. 
The time of the Roosev elt meeting 
in Indianapolis is 2 o’clock Thu rsday 
afternoon. 
This giv es a chance to 
leav e here at almost any hou r du ring 
the morning to reach Indianapolis in 
time for the speech. 
It was originally inteu ded that Col. 
Roosev elt shou ld ¿peak at the north 
entrance of the Federal b u ilding, b u t 
these plans hav e b een changed and 
the latest annou ncement is that he 
speak in front of the English 
on the Circle. 
There are no 
treet car lines on the Circle and that 
lace can b e packed fu ll of people. 
t is. perhaps, the b est place in In- 
ianu pt lis su itab le for an ou tdoor 
meeting and it is said that windows 
ear enou gh to giv e a good v iew of 
the speaker and near enou gh to hear 
hat he has to say are already com­ 
manding a high price.

e speaker directly b eneath tin* b nl- 
ny of the Hotel English and Eng- 
ish Opera Hou se.

The phit - 
onn will prov ide a lower place for 
the speaker and will afford

platform will b e reserv ed. It was the 
original intention to hav e Col. Roose- 
elt speak from the top of the b al­ 
cony . 
Whatev er Col. Roosev elt's desire 
m ay b e as to the gestu res lie makes, 
he will liav fc plenty of room for any 
amou nt of su ch emphasis. 
When the

He a v ers that 
the same 
thing occu rs 
ev ery fall, when 
the 
eather conditions are ex actly su ited 
or it. 
Mr. Conde say s » that he has 
en the same gossamer su b stance in 
the air, when it was -<» fu ll that it 
as impossib le t«> driv e along a road 
ithou t b eing almost entagled in the 
piders* produ ct. 
The « Id soldiei^ declares iJiat the 
ondition is an annu al fall occu r­ 
rence and was prev alent last Satu r- 
ay b eeau se the weather conditions 
were ex actly ” su ited. Mr. Conde say s 
that the gossamer spider throws ou t 
web in a dry * and dense east wind, 
u eh as was the case last 
Satu rday . 
That sort of wind is su itab le to the 
flight of the small spinner. 
He say s 
that it feels instinctiv ely the progress 
of the air. spins its web and find- it 
more than u su ally * b ou y ant u pon the 
dense atmosphere. 
The old soldier, who has seen those 
conditions annu ally , has an ex plana­ 
tion for the fact that the gossamer 
pider can float throu gh the air. 
ne 
has consu lted science on the matter 
and has fou nd that they , hav ing no 
wings and b eing deficient in the a c ­ 
tiv e mu scu lar powers of other spid­ 
ers. hav e b een endowed with the pow­ 
er of spinning a web which is so light 
that it floats and b ears the b ody of 
the gossamer spider from 
place to 
place. 
Each web acts as a b alloon 
and the spider is a diminu tiv e areo- 
nau t at the steering wheel.

Oct. 12.— Complete re­ 
ports prepared in the food and drug 
laboratory *.f the state hoard of health 
of prosecutions for food and drug law 
violations during the fiscal year which 
closed Sept. 30 show a total of 230 
prosecutions brought during the year. 
Tn this number 207 were either con­ 
victed 
or 
pleaded 
guilty 
and were 
fined, the average fine being $10, with 
added c o t y aggregating approxiraate- 
lv $2: 
Of the prosecutions twenty- 
one were for violations of the drug 
laws, chief!, concerning improper la­ 
beling.

RAILWAYS TIED UP 


Winnipeg, Oct. 12.—Scores of home­ 
less men, women and children are hud­ 
dled in the open at Rainy River. That 
town is now so full of refugees from 
the fires there is no room to give them 
cover. 
The danger of famine has 
passed. 
Relief trains have arrived 
with provisions sufficient for several 
days. Aid is being urgently called for. 
What is wanted is food and clothing; 
there is no use for money. 
Two of the carloads of provisions 
received at Rainy River came from 
Virginia, Minn. 
Two others came 
from Duluth. Fort Frances, Ont., sent 
$ 300. 
J . A. Matieu, manager of the Rainy 
River 
Lumber 
company, 
estimated 
that 100 lives have been lost in that 
district alone, and he put the money 
loss at $ 5,000,000. 
There are thirty 
dead in an extemporized morgue, and 
many more have been sent to Duluth. 
Between Rainy River and Warroad 
the rangers have located 139 bodies. 
Of ninety brought in only sixty w’ere 
capable of ! eing identified. 
The oth­ 
ers were o..’ uned bodies. 
The fires have been brought well 
j under co n tro l. The work of feeding 
and housing the thousands of refugees 
and gathering the dead is now engag­ 
ing the atten tio n of the authorities, al­ 
though m< n are kept on duty to report
